introductory 
notes 


We are very pleased you have joined the great number of users who employ LAGOMARSINO 
machines, well known for the high precision of their mechanism, for the ease of operation, 
and for their excellent performances. 

If you follow with care the instructions given in the next pages, you will be able to acquire 


in a very short time a thorough knowledge of the machine's operation, thus realizing that your 
LAGOMARSINO MOLTIC machine will prove your most valuable and dependable aid. 


When you have to use the machine, draw it near you by lifting its front part: the machine 
will smoothly glide on a rubber roller fitted towards the back of the base. 


Before starting to use the machine, make sure that it is set for the electric current available 
where the machine is to be used. 

In fact your machine may be supplied with a universal type motor whose operation needs to 
be pre-set for the available electric current, by means of the multivoltage plug fitted in the ma- 
chine’s basement plate as shown in the illustration. It is very easy to check whether the avail- 
able current is suitable for the machine: the type and voltage of the required current may be 
read on the multivoltage plug by looking through the transparent protecting cap. 

If the available current does not correspond with the reading on the machine, it is necessary 
to perform the following operations. Disconnect the cord from the machine. By means of a 
screwdriver remove the protecting cap, then lift the plug from its socket and turn it until the 
required voltage indication will appear in the proper small window. 

Make sure that the current type (d.c., or a.c.) is the required one, too. 

Such change, if necessary, may be effected by lifting the small plate existing between the 
socket and the plug, and fitting it in again upside down. 

Then fit in the plug, and place the protecting cap on the basement plate again. 

Connect the machine with the current by means of the flexible cord which has been supplied 
by us. 

At the end of the day’s work do not forget to disconnect the cord from the current (and not 
the cord from the machine). 


Before beginning any operation, make sure that the machine is clear. To do this it is sufficient 
to depress the « Total » key: the symbol « T » will be printed on the paper tape, either alone 
or with a number before it, which means that the machine is cleared. 


If you enter a wrong number, and you become aware of it before depressing the operative 
key, you may cancel the wrong number by pressing the Entry cancellation key (C). 

On the other hand: if the wrong number has already been entered into the machine, the correct- 
ion may be effected by entering the same number with a contrary (positive, or negative) value. 


Just as it is required by all precision instruments, your machine must be guarded against moisture 
and dust. When not in use do not forget, therefore, to protect it with its cover. For the inside 
cleaning and mechanical inspection, always apply to specialized mechanics. 
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how to insert the paper tape 


The paper roll must be fitted between the two guides 
situated on the top of the machine, towards its back. The 
left guide may be displaced a little, thus allowing the 
paper roll to be inserted, upon which the guide is auto- 
matically shifted back again for supporting the roll. 


The two guides are provided with proper pivots, which 
must be introduced in the central hole of the paper roll. 
The roll must be fitted in the machine so that it may un- 
wind from the bottom to the top. 


Insert the paper tape in the back part of the carriage in 
contact with the rubber roller, and turn onwards the 
knurled knob placed at the right of the roller. 


The paper tape which will appear in the front part of the 
carriage must be inserted under the transparent bar. 


Now make sure that the paper tape has been inserted 
perfectly parallel with the roll; if it is not so, it is ne 
cessary to make the proper adjustment by operating the 
paper releasing lever placed on the left part of the cover. 


The roll supporting device of your machine will enable 
you to employ paper tapes of various widths up to a 
maximum of 89mm, as the right guide may be set in 
three different positions. 


how to change the ribbon 


Remove the top part of the machine cover by exerting a 
slight pressure and pushing it upwards. 


Wind up the ribbon on one of the two spools, rotating it 
with two fingers. 


Loosen the ribbon end from the empty spool, and remove 
them both from the machine, after having taken them out 
from their pivot by shifting the fixing springs. 


Fit the end of a new ribbon on the empty spool; replace 
both spools in their pivots, and clamp them with their 
springs. 

Fit the ribbon in the proper guides, between the printing 
bars and the rubber roller, making sure that the ribbon 
may properly unwind in the inside of both spools, looking 
at the machine. 


Now the operation is ended, and it is possible to put 
back in its place the top part of the machine cover by 
inserting the two guiding hooks — placed behind — in 
the proper recesses, and fixing it by means of a slight 
pressure. 


the keyboard 


The keyboard of LAGOMARSINO MOLTIC machines has been 
planned so as to allow the operator to easily gain complete mas- 
tery of the machine, and reach the highest working speed. Please 
refer to the scheme of the machine as shown on the inside page 
of the cover. 


© The keys marked with the digits from 1 to 9 are placed in 
the central part of the keyboard and, immediately below, the 
keys with one, two, and three « 0 ». 

These keys are used for entering the numbers to be used in the 
calculations. The entering of the numbers are made figure by 
figure, just as you read them. 

The «0» keys cannot be depressed if another significative fi- 
gure has not been entered first. 


@ On the right-side of the keyboard there are the following 
operative keys: 

Total key (21): to be employed at the end of each operation in 
order to know its result. 

Sub-total key (20): it has the same effect as the Total key, but 
must be used when the total has to be carried over. 

Addition key (23): it is used for including positive numbers in 
the calculation. 

Entry cancellation key (22): to be used for cancelling the figures 
entered in the machine. 


@ On the left-side of the keyboard there are the following oper- 
ative keys: 

Subtraction key (9): it is employed for giving a negative value 
to the figures entered in the machine, when they are to be 
deducted in the calculation. 7 
« Non-add » key (11): it allows the printing on the tape of re- 
ference numbers before, and/or during any operation. 

The figures entered by the use of this key are not included in 
the calculation. 

Repeat key (10): This key is used when it is necessary to repeat 
the number entered in the machine. If it is used together with 
the Subtraction key, the repetition will have a negative value. 
Lever for negative multiplication (7): this lever is used for giving 


a positive or negative value to multiplication operations. When 
it is pushed upwards, i.e. in its normal position, the operation will 
have a positive value. In order to effect negative multiplication, 
push the lever downwards. When the negative operation is effec- 
ted, the lever will be automatically restored to its normal position. 
Multiplication keyboard (8): this small keyboard consists of 10 
keys marked with the digits from 0 to 9. It is used to enter into the 
machine the second factor of the multiplication, thus making this 
operation semi-automatic. The digits of the Multiplier are entered 
on the multiplication keyboard one by one, starting with the right 
hand digit. All keys — the numbers of which have been entered 
— remain depressed till the end of the operation automatically 
When a key is depressed, the other keys will remain locked, thus 
avoiding any possibility of error. 

@ In the keyboard there are also the following features: 

Signal window for credit or debit balance (6): it shows cons 
tantly, during an operation, if the balance is positive (black 
signal), or negative (red signal). 

Entry pointer (12): it shows at any moment the quantity of digits 
entered: such quantity is shown by the position of the pointer, 
which is automaticall shifted towards the left every time a digit 
key is depressed. 


Point setting device for decimal calculations (18): the knurled 
knob, fitted on the fore part of the machine cover, gives the 
operator the opportunity of establishing in advance the required 
number of decimals. The possibility of predetermining the po- 
sition of the decimal in calculations represent a considerable 
advantage, thus making the work easier whilst allowing the 
operator to read clearly the results obtained. 

The use of this feature is extremely simple: the quantity of de- 
cimals to be seen in the result of the calculation corresponds to 
the number of dots shown on the knurled knob. 

Therefore it is sufficient fo turn the said knob slightly to modify 
the position of the decimal point. 

Whatever the predetermined position for the decimals may be, 
the whole number printed by the machine is always subdivided 
in groups of three figures, in order to make its reading easier 
When an arrow alone is to be seen on the knurled knob, this 
means that no decimal point setting will be printed by the 
machine 


how to employ the keyboard 


The reduced keyboard, namely the keyboard formed by 9 numeral 
keys only, plus the O-keys, offers considerable advantages, parti- 
cularly the opportunity to attain high working speed with a mi- 
nimum of effort. 


In order to obtain such result, it is necessary to get a complete 
mastery of the keyboard, so as to be able to enter the figures 
without having to look at the keys. 


You may attain this result after a short period of training, by 

accustoming yourself to use the machine according to the follow- 

ing rules: 

— Depress number-keys with a quick and light touch, while 
operative keys should be operated by exerting more pressure. 

— Accustom your hand to take the right position on the keyboard 
by recognizing the numeral keys 4, 5, 6, which are provided 
with a concave top surface. 


— Never forget to use: 


the index for entering numbers 1, 4, 7, 0 
the middle finger for entering numbers 2, 5, 8, 00 
the ring finger for entering numbers 3, 6, 9, 000 

— Use the index for depressing the operative keys placed at the 
left, namely: Subtraction key, Repeat key, Multiplication key, 
and « Non-add » key. 

— Use the ring finger (or the little finger) for depressing the 
operative keys placed at the right, namely: Total, Sub-total, 
Addition, and Entry cancellation keys. 

— Use the index finger for depressing the keys marked 0, 2, 4, 
6, 8 of the multiplication keyboard. 

— Use the middle finger for depressing the keys marked 1, 3, 
5, 7, 9 of the multiplication keyboard. 


A quick, light and rhythmical touch will quickly become natural 
to any operator. This is the very best system for achieving the 
highest perfomance, while making exact calculaticns without 
undue strain. 


the operations - general rules 


In the following pages you will find the necessary ins- 
tructions for performing the various operations. 


Each page is divided in three parts: 


— on the left you will find the explanation of the 
operation; 


— in the centre is shown the paper tape produced during 
the operation; 


— on the right there are listed the movements to be per- 
formed in order to effect the operation. 


In LAGOMARSINO MOLTIC machines all figures referring 
to positive values are printed in black on the paper tape, 
while the figures representing negative values are printed 
in red, 


Therefore a red total (or sub-total) will indicate a credit 
balance. 


At the end of each operation the machine will automati- 
cally carry out an extra revolution; the space which is left 
has the effect of making the calculations particularly easy 
to read and check.
